LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

John Condon, who is interested to a considerable 
uxtent in the California Jockey Club, received a 
dispatch during the afternoon yesterday from 
President Tom Williams of the California Jockey 
Club, stating that the measure before the board of 



supervisors providing for the reopening of Ingle- 
side had been ordered passed to print by a vote of 
eleven to five. The bill will come up for a final 
hearing next Monday, and it is confidently 
expected that it will be passed by the same vote. 

Jockey Winkfiela was yesterday suspended for 
all but his contract employer, P. Dunne, pending 
investigation of his ride on the heavily-backed 
favorite, The Don, in the second race. 

Jockeys Birkenruth, C. Bell and Donnelly were 
assessed $25 each by the starter for misbehavior 
at the post in the second race. 



ENGLISH HORSES FOR SALE. 



Regarding the imported horses recently adver- 
tised for sale in Daily Racing Form by W. D. 
Grand of the American Horse Exchange, the sale to 
take place in New York, October 7 and 8, Daily 
America of Monday says : , 

“The largest consignment of thoroughbreds ever 
imported to this country is now on exhibition at 
the Empire City racetrack. The consignment com- 
prises eighty-four head; forty broodmares, nine 
stallions, sixteen [yearlings, thirteen foals and six 
racehorses. 

“One feature in connection with the consignment 
is'the^splendid'condition shown by the horses on 
arrival in this country after a ten days’ sea voyage. 
No sickness of any kind was apparent during the 
voyage, and the only accident was while unloading 
on this side, and that was so trifling as to be scarce- 
ly noticeable now. They all show a clean bill of 
health. 

“The horses that make up the importation are 
not as many suppose, culls and castoffs of the Eng- 
lish turf, but were purchased at the various auc- 
tions and by private contract, by men of experience 
and are really a high class lot. 

“The choicest and most fashionable lines of 
thoroughbred blood in the English 8tud Book are 
represented in the consignment. The broodmares 
are by such fashionable sires as Minting, Spring- 
field. Rosebery, Ayrshire, Tristan, Kilwarlin, Bar- 
caldine. Merry Hampton, Donovan. Melton, Don- 
caster, Gallinule and others famous in England 
and this country. 

“A majority of them are in foal to high class 
sires, among those represented being Melton, Dia- 
mond Jubilee, Wolf’s Crag, Sanfain, Raeburn and 
Simontault, the last two sons of S. Simon. 

“Good Morning, the young horse which is gener- 
allyfconceded to be the pick of the stallions, is only 
four years old. He is by Gallinule, out of Bonnie 
Moro. Good Morning was one of the best two-year- 
olds of his year and twice met and defeated Mr. 
Whitney’s Volodyovski. 

“At the end of his two-year-old season he got 
away from his caretaker and ran into a post and 
chain fence, crippling himself so badly that he was 
in retirement during his three-year-old career. He 
was trained early this season and, while he dis- 
played the speed of his two-year-old form, did not 
seem to like the hard tracks and it was decided to 
retire him permanently. He is a fine individual. 

“The other stallions are Resolute, a son of -the 
great Australian sire, Trenton, Westminster by 
Bendor, My Boy by Marcion, Lockford by Juggler, i 
Ruskin by St. Frusquin, St. Leonards by St Simon, 
and Tanzmeister by Saraband. 

“The yearlings are untried. They are by such 
sires as Kilwarlin, the sire of Ogden; Sir Hugo, 
Trenton, Common, Sanfoin and others of note, 
Sanfoin is the sire of Rocksand, one of the best, 
if not the best, two-year-olds in England this year. 

“The foals are a good lot, and all are by fashiona- 
ble sires. 

“The racehorses in training are a part of the rac- 
ing stable which Gene Leigh has been campaigning 
on the other side. They are Watertower, Omaha II, 
Harlem Lane and Bean Imperial, a brother of 
Beau Gallant. 

“Leigh claims that the handicappers had such a 
high opinion of these horses that it was impossible 
for him to place them so that they could win, ex- 
cept in selling races. Harlem Lane, which won 
many races here two years ago, looks little larger 
now than she did then, but is said to possess her 
old-time speed.”

GOOD JOCKEYS SCARCE. 

“The action of William C. Whitney in signing T. 
Burns to ride for him next season, ■when this rider 
is at present under suspension by the Jockey Clnb 
stewards, has occasioned considerable surprise and 
talk among horsemen. Jockey Bullman, who is also 
under supension, was, it is said, advised to remain 
on the eastern courses,” says Morning Telegraph. 

“Aside from the question as to whether these two 
jockeys are likely to receive licenses again next 
year, Mr. Whitney’s action (regarded as a practical 
business move) calls sharp attention to the decided 
lack of good riding material now at hand in this 
country. 

“The retirement of these two jockeys, without 
regard to the complaints which caused the re- 
vocation of their licenses, undoubtedly weakened 
the riding talent available. There has been com- 
plaint on this score all season, and on more than 
one occasion owners have been compelled to scratch 
their horses in stake events for the lack of compe- 
tent riders. 

“J. B. Haggin could not get a jockey for his eligi- 
ble in the Futurity, and war; compelled to with- 
draw on this account. G. B. Morris, who has raced 
a big stable this season, is now without a jockey. 

“Of the comparatively old jockeys now in the 
saddle, Odom is about the only one riding in good 
form, and naturally he has a strong following 
whatever his mount. 

“ Spencer rides only occasionally, and he will not 
be in evidence next season, having signed a con- 
tract to ride in Austria. Turner is practically out 
of it, as he has grown too heavy to ride in the ma- 
jority of races now, and is seldom seen in the sad- 
dle. 

" The same applies to McCue, though the latter 
can still ride a good race. O’Connor is dead out of 
luck or form and has had a very bad season. 

“Lucien Lyne and Arthur Redfern are the most 
promising of the younger boys, and both are riding 
in splendid form. But of the others there is not 
a great deal to be said in their favor, and the out- 
look for next season is not particularly bright, to 
say the most. 

“Owners now are trying all sorts of experiments 
with apprentice boys, and some of them may prove 
to be useful for next season’s service. Boiesen has 
shown some ability and won a couple of races at 
the present Gravesend meeting. 

“S. 8. Brown continues to pnt up little Brussal, 
and the midget had the mount on Lady Josephine 
in a stake race on Saturday. Sheedy, another ap- 
prentice, won with Biserta during the week. 

“With the present limited number of jockeys of 
standing, the players have been forced to follow 
the inexperienced lads when it looked as though 
their mounts had a chance. It is no longer a case 
of good jockey, good horse, for a heavy wager, but 
good horse and any sort of jockey that is pnt up, 
and then hope for the best. 

“These conditions naturally make toward harder 
forms of speculation and bring about fewer truly 
run races. Mnch of the erratic form shown during 
the season can be ascribed directly to the lack of 
competent riders. 

“Meanwhile the jockeys who have gone from here 
to England, France, Germany and other foreign 
countries continue to ride in great form and are 
making a lot of money. These foreign owners have, 
in fact, seriously crippled the home tracks in the 
matter of jockeys. 

“Danny Maher is one particular star which 
America lost to the English turf, but he probably 
is making two or three times the money in that 
country that he could make here. 

“Then there are Henry, Johnny Reiff, C. Jepkins, 
'Sheets’ Martin, Thorpe and Taral, to mention 
only the best of the jockeys who have deserted the 
American tnrf. With these seven back on Ameri- 
can tracks there could be little complaint of poor 
horsemanship, aad a return to conditions of some 
years ago when there were enough capable riders 
to go around and insure truly run contests. 

“There is little likelihood, however, that they 
will return here to ride and the American turf mnst 
continue to struggle along as best it can with the 
riding material it has. 

‘'For one thing the apprentices are getting plenty 
of experience these days, and it is to Be hoped that 
out of the army of exercise boys who are coming on 
there will spring another Lyne or Redfern to help 
matters out for the racing season of 1903.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TDKF. 

The millionaire turfman and breeder, James B. 
Haggin, authorized the statement which was given 
ont at Elmendorf in response to a request, that he 
had not abandoned negotiations for the purchase 
of the Kentucky Association race course, and that 
there was a promise of the deal being consum- 
mated. He declined to discuss the matter as to 
what ubo the track would be put if purchased, or 
whether racing would be revived; also the reported 
possibility or a new racing circuit, of which this 
track might be one. Charles Green, of St. Louis, is 
owner of the track, and the price at which it is said 
to be held is $10,000.

“It was said today that Mr. Bell will be a decided 
factor in Kentucky racing next season, although 
the money he will have invested will merely re- 
present his acquiescence in a sentimental project. 
Mr. Bell’s holdings in the Louisville track may not 
represent more than he has won on a single race 
during the season now nearing its close. 

“Up to the time Mr. Bell purchased Hermis from 
Henry M. Ziegler, at Saratoga, he was $150,000 loser 
on the racing season. In the betting ring Mr. Bell 
‘won out’ the colt. 

“The success of Hermis revived his waning confi- 
dence in other horses in his string. He backed G. 
Whittier at odds of from 20 to 60 to 1 to win $60,000, 
and Captivator carried enough of Mr. Bell’s money 
to win over $25,000 for him. Lady Albercraft’s two 
victories in Mr. Bell’s colors proved costly to the 
ring. It is now estimated the Wall Street man who 
invaded the turf is $250,000 winner after having 
been $150,000 loser on the season.’’
